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DETAILED ACTION 

Election/Restrictions 
Applicant's election without traverse of Group II (claims 1-4) in the reply filed on 
3/21/05 is acknowledged. 

Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 103 

The following is a quotation of 35 U.S.C. 103(a) which forms the basis for all 
obviousness rejections set forth in this Office action: 

(a) A patent may not be obtained though the invention is not identically disclosed or described as set 
forth in section 102 of this title, if the differences between the subject matter sought to be patented and 
the prior art are such that the subject matter as a whole would have been obvious at the time the 
invention was made to a person having ordinary skill in the art to which said subject matter pertains. 
Patentability shall not be negatived by the manner in which the invention was made. 

Claims 1-4 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 103(a) as being unpatentable over Kay 
taken together with Gianfranco. 

Kay discloses a providing soybean composition in a coffee packet wherein 
same is placed in a coffee brewing device to extract a soybean extract (col. 3, line 
16; col. 5, lines 19-26). 

The claims further call for providing said soybean composition in a porous, 
water-permeable, sealed pouch. However, it is notoriously well known to employ 
same in the beverage art as taught, for example, by Granfranco (see Figures). It 
would have been obvious to one having ordinary skill in the ad at the time of the 
invention to have employed such a filter packet or pouch as an art recognized used 
in brewing beverages. 
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The claims further call for the amount of soybean composition and the 
particular size of same employed. However, such determinations would have been 
well within the purview of a skilled artisan, and, absent a showing of unexpected 
results, it would have been further obvious to have arrived at such values as a 
matter of preference depending upon, for example, the cost involved, availability of 
equipment, etc.

The claims further call for said soybean extract to be produced in less than 

■ 

40 and 60 seconds. However, such determination would have been well within the 

* 

purview of a skilled artisan depending on, for example, adjustment variables such as 
the brewing water flow rate or manipulation of the pore size of the packaging. It 
would have been further obvious to have arrived at such speed of extraction as a 
result effective variable depending on the speed of brewing water flow or package 
pore size available and to have attained this specific time constraint through routine 
experimental optimization.
